‘The weekly number of deaths corrected by the exclusion of those of 
non-residents and by the inclusion of those of residents dying elsewhere in Scot- 
land is 790. The equivalent annual birth-rate is 22°6 per thousand, the marriage- 
rate 7°4, and the death-rate corrected 17:2. 

The birth-rate for the week is 0°l above that for the previous week, and 0:2 
above the mean of the rates for the three preceding weeks, but 0°3 below that 
for the corresponding week of last year. The marriage-rate for the week is 
1°5 above that for the previous week, and 2°0 above the mean of the rates for the 
three preceding weeks, and 0°5-above that for the corresponding week of last 
year. The death-rate for the week is 2°2 above that for the previous week, 3:0 
above the mean of the rates for the three preceding weeks, and 3°3 above that 
for the corresponding week of last year. . 

In the individual towns the death-rate ranged from 21°4 in Kilmarnock, 20°6 
in Glasgow, and 19°8 in Coatbridge, to 5:2 in Kirkcaldy, 12:2 in Clydebank, and 
12°7 in Dunfermline.

Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 23. They are 3 fewer than in 
the previous week. 

The mean temperature for seven of the towns named in the Table was 36°°5, 
being 0°'9 above that for the previous week, but 7°°8 below that for the corre- 
sponding week of last year. The mean rainfall was 0°83 inch.
